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Soviets given Ford 
warning on detente

— 
Presiden t Ford warn ed the So­ 
viet Un ion today that deten te 
“is n ot a licen se to fish in trou­ 
bled waters” an d said he will 
seek an addition al several bil­ 
lion dollars for strategic weap­ 
on s if there is n o n ew agree­ 
men t on limitin g n uclear arms. 
A stron gly an ti-Commun ist 
audien ce of about 7 ,500 Ameri­ 
can Legion n aires applauded the 
Pr^iden t when he declared the 
Un ited States must main tain a 
stron g defen se posture. Tliey 
applauded again when he de­ 
clared the Un ited States is 
keepin g a wary ey e on the So­ 
viet Un ion , especially in Portu­ 
gal, to determin e its true in ­ 
ten tion s on deten te. 
The speech highlighted a 
busy secon d day of a two-day 
swin g through four states. He 
plan n ed appearan ces later in 
the day in Pekin an d Peoria, 
1 1 1. 
Ford told the American Le­ 
gion Nation al Con ven tion that 
deten te is a two-way street 
a ferven t desire for peace 
— but n ot peace at an y price.” 
He said deten te mean s “a 
moderate an d restrain ed behav­ 
ior between two superpowers — 
n ot a licen se to fish in troubled 
waters.” 
The Legion often has been 
critical of Ford’s support for 
deten te. Although there were 
50,000 Legion n aires, aux iliary 
an d their families in Min - 


n eapolis, there were more than 
1,000 empty seats in the con ­ 
ven tion cen ter when he deliv­ 
ered his address. 
The applause gen erally was 
restrain ed ex cept when the 
Presiden t spoke of a stron g de­ 
fen se policy . 
Before the American Legion 
speech. Ford spoke at a break­ 
fast atten ded by about 90 n ews­ 
paper an d broadcastin g ex ecu­ 
tives from six states — Min ­ 
n esota, North an d South Da­ 
kota, Iowa, Nebraska an d Mis­ 
souri. 


He said he hopes that by fall 
“we can fin alize an d formalize 
a SALT II agreemen t with the 
Russian s.” But if there is n o 
SALT II agreemen t, he said 
that on the recommen dation of 
the secretary of defen se he will 
have to ask for an in crease oi 
$2.8 billion dollars for the n ex t 
two y ears for strategic weap­ 
on s, with addition al spen din g 
thereafter for which he had n o 
estimate. 
Other poin ts he made in clud­ 
ed: 
—In dispatchin g Secretary of 
State Hen ry A. Kissin ger on a 
n ew roun d of shuttle diplomacy 
this week. Ford said “we feel 
we are reason ably close to a 
settlemen t at this time. It ap­ 
pears we have a good chan ce to 
calm the atmosphere in that 
area of the world.” 
—He feels his admin istration 


is makin g progress in solvin g 
the n ation ’s econ omic prob­ 
lems. 
The Presiden t received a 
warm roun d of applause when 
he defen ded the n eed for the 
n ation ’s in telligen ce agen cies. 
Although he was in terrupted 
23 times durin g the 30-min ute 
talk, most of the applause was 
mild. 


Ford told the Legion group 
his meetin gs with Soviet leader 
Leon id I. Brezhn ev have been 
“con structive an d helpful.” 
“We are n ow carefully watch­ 
in g some serious situation s for 
in dication s of the Soviet atti­ 
tude towards deten te an d coop­ 
eration in European security . 
“The situation in Portugal is 
on e of these,” Ford said. “We 
are deeply con cern ed about the 
future of freedom in Portt^al.” 
The Presiden t said that in 
Portugal, where Commun ists 
are ex ertin g a stron g in fluen ce 
in the govern men t, “The wishes 
of a moderate majority have 
been subverted by forces more 
determin ed than represen ta­ 
tive. 
On n ation al security , 
the 
Presiden t told the Legion aires, 
“I am committed to keepin g 
America’s defen ses secon d to 
n on e.” 
He said he hoped to hold 
down 
spen din g 
on 
n uclear 
forces n ex t y ear, but “this ten ­ 
tative judgmen t is con dition ed 


on real progress in SALT II. 
But the Con gress an d the 
American people must realize 
that, 
un less 
agreemen t 
is 
achieved, I will have n o choice 
but to recommen d to Con gress 
an addition al $2 billion to $3 bil­ 
lion for strategic weapon s pro­ 
grams in the curren t an d com­ 
in g fiscal y ears,” the Presiden t 
warn ed. 


On other subjects, the Presi­ 
den t said: 
—“An y reckless con gression ­ 
al action to cripple the effec­ 
tiven ess of our in telligen ce 
services in legitimate oper­ 
ation s would be catastrophic.” 
But he said, “I do n ot con don e 
improper activities or violation 
of the con stitution al rights of 
American s by an y person n el or 
agen cy of the federal govern ­ 
men t.” 


—He is troubled by Con gress’ 
refusal to permit shipmen t of 
arms^ to Turkey but added “I 
kn ow*that when the bottom lin e 
of an y issue is the ultimate se­ 
curity of the Un ited States, the 
Con gress an d the Presiden t 
have alway s foun d the way to 
close the ran ks an d act as 
on e.” 
The Presiden t started today 
with an early breakfast meet­ 
in g with n ewspaper an d broad­ 
castin g ex ecutives from Min ­ 
n esota, North an d South Da­ 
kota, Nebraska, Iowa an d Mis­ 
souri.

The all-day meetin g is the 
six th in a series of White House 
con feren ces this y ear design ed 
to open a dialog between the 
Ford admin istration an d the 
people on major domestic is­ 
sues con fron tin g the n ation . 
Ford was scheduled to atten d 
the con feren ce’s closin g session 
after helpin g to dedicate the 
Everett M. Dirksen Cimgres- 
sion al Leadership Cen ter in Pe­ 
kin . Discussion session s with 
cabin et members were plan n ed 
throughout the day . 
Participan ts in the con fer­ 
en ce all were membere of the 
17 organ ization s which helped 
to plan the meetin g. The gen er­ 
al public was n ot in vited, a 
White House spokesman said 
Mon day . 
"It’s the on ly way we could 
do it. If we threw it open it 
would just be mass con fusion .” 
said the spokesman , an aide to 
presiden tial assistan t William 
J. Baroody Jr. 
"We in vited 
organ ization s 
which represen t the gen eral 
public. They give us a decen t 
cross-section of the commu­ 
n ity ,” he said. 
"This is n ot an effort at self- 
aggran dizemen t. We did n ot 
just pick groups supportive of 
the admin istration .”

The Dix on City Coun cil is n ot again st beautify in g 
down town areas of the city with green spaces, but ex ­ 
pressed reluctan ce, at Mon day n ight’s meetin g at City 
Hall, to sacrifice prime parkin g spaces to do it. 
Commission er Walter Lohse began the discussion 
when he referred to a letter from architect John McLan e 
Jr. requestin g the coun cil to con sider a plan to surren der 
three parkin g places so that the Dix on Men ’s Garden Club 
could put in a green area below the Bicen ten n ial mural on 
the side of die Wermer’s buildin g. 
Lohse said he appreciated the in terest shown by the 
club an d McLan e, but added, “The area is n ot served by 
as man y off-street parkin g spaces an d the three stalls re­ 
quested are the best in the parkin g lot, closest to First 
Street. Figurin g out the cost of the lot an d the work don e to 
improve it, the city has at least $3,000 to $4,000 per stall in ­ 
vested. 
‘I’m in favor of these little green spaces to beautify 
the city ,” he con tin ued, “but I feel these parkin g spaces 
are too valuable to give up.” 
Lohse offered an altern ative, “The Men ’s Garden 
Club or other clubs could volun teer to beautify or lan d­ 
scape the n im-parkin g spaces which will be left when the 
Sin ow-Bean blossom parkin g lots are rebuilt.” Commis­ 
sion er Jim G. Burke commen ted, “I thought at first it 
soun ded like a good idea, but y ou are makin g some pretty 
persuasive argumen ts. I agree we shouldn ’t give up the 
three stalls.”

The other con tract was for san itary an d storm sewer 
work on Everett Street, Brooks Place an d Fellows Street 
Ladd’s low bid was $48,97 6 
Three surplus city -own ed vehicles were sold to the 
highest bidders. Melburn Bon n ell .Sr with a bid of $552 
was awarded the 1970 Ply mouth F'ury stn lan Hix :k Valley 
Disposal got the 1964 In tern ation al truck with a 1968 I^ach 
packer box , for $ 1,001. Vern on E Heckman , on a bid of

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Congress votes members' pay raises 
linked to cost of living

The price o f ho t air is go ing up! 
Co ngress has just giv en itself a pay 
raise. 
With the natio n facing the pro ­ 
spects o f “ do uble-digit” unemplo y ­ 
ment and sev eral public o fficials 
setting an ex ample fo r austerity 
(o ne new go v erno r rides the bus to 
wo rk; ano ther a bicy cle), the Ho use 
o f Representativ es has v o ted to fat­ 
ten its members’ pay checks by 
nearly $4,000 a y ear, go ing fro m 
$42,500 to $46,112. 
To the credit o f a go o d many co n­ 
gressmen, the v o te was clo se. It 
passed by a single v o te, 214 to 213. 
In fact, had it no t been fo r so me 
last-minute histrio nics o n the part o f 
Demo cratic Caucus Chairman Phil­ 


ip Burto n, the electro nic v o ting de­ 
v ice in the Ho use wo uld hav e reco rd­ 
ed it the o ther way aro und. 
In the final seco nds o f v o ting, 
with the tally at 214 “ against” and 
213 “ fo r,” Burto n ho llered: “ The 
machine’s bro ken! The machine’s 
bro ken!” 
He later to ld repo rters that this 
was a ruse. The machine wasn’t 
bro ken at all, but Burto n’s theatrics 
had giv en him the time he needed to 
get the machine turned back o n to 
reco rd so me switch v o tes he was 
arm-twisting. Speaker Carl Albert 
helped Burto n by using so me stall­ 
ing techniques at the po dium. 
So much fo r co ngressio nal “ lead­ 
ership” at a time when public o pin­ 
io n po lls sho w the av erage American 
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increases 


ranks Co ngress at its lo west po int in 
histo ry in terms o f co nfidence. 
By tacking their pay raise meas- 
uer to a po st o ffice bill, which also 
raised salaries o f federal judges and 
upper-lev el bureaucrats, Burto n & 
Co . ho ped to make their mo v e inco n­ 
spicuo us. Their plan to rush* it 
thro ugh witho ut a ro ll call v o te (thus 
av o iding embarrassing 
questio ns 
fro m v o ters at electio n time) was th­ 
warted, but it’s a safe bet that tho se 
v o ting "ay e” aren’t go ing to sho ut 
fro m the ro o fto ps abo ut it back 
ho me. 
Burto n and his allies were luckier 
a few weeks ago when the Ho use Ad­ 
ministratio n Co mmittee granted the 
entire Ho use a juicy $10 millio n 
package o f perquisites. These bene­ 
fits will co me auto matically to each 
member—the co mmittee’s decisio n 
didn’t ev en require ratificatio n by 
the full Ho use. 
It was rammed thro ugh in ex - 
press-train fashio n by Co mmittee 
Chairman Way ne Hay s, who said he 
wo uld deal with o ppo nents o f the 
measure by simply eliminating their 
staffs. That silenced the o ppo sitio n. 
The “ perks” include ex tra mo ney 
to put o ut tho se puff-piece newslet­ 
ters to co nstituents twice a y ear 
(prev io usly they were paid fo r fro m 
each co ngressman’s o ffice budget) 
and nearly twice as many paid-fo r 
trips back ho me to their districts. As 
many as 12 o f the to tal o f 64 trips can 
no w be assigned to staff members. 
If y o u’re upset abo ut all this 
bo o m-time genero sity in the middle 
o f a recessio n, do n’t bo ther writing 
y o ur co ngressman abo ut it this 
mo nth. He’s o ff o n v acatio n. 


Why Patty eludes gumshoes

WASHINGTON (NEA)— When 
fo rmer Atto rney General William 
Sax be was intro duced to a Califo r­ 
nia-based FBI agent last autumn the 
first thing he said, ev en befo re he 
said hello , was: “ Where’s Patty ?” 
To day he and the rest o f the na­ 
tio n co ntinue to wo nder. Eighteen 
mo nths after the kidnapping o f Pat­ 
ty Hearst, the rich lass since go ne 
wro ng, the case remains enigmatic ; 
“ We do n’t kno w where she is,” 
the searchers say ; “ and in fact 
the o nly thing we do kno w, and we 
kno w it all to o well, is where she 
isn’t.” 
No w that searchers hav en’t been 
try ing. Charles Bates, the FBI spe­ 
cial agent who directs the hunt, say s 
at least three do zen federal o fficers 
hav e been o n the case full time in 
Califo rnia alo ne. Hundreds o f o ther 
law enfo rcement peo ple hav e co n­ 
tributed time and effo rt thro ugho ut 
the United States and in neighbo ring 
co untries. 
And o f co urse the full reso urces 
o f the o v erall FBI hav e been em­ 
plo y ed, including many o f the 18,500 
emplo y es, so me o f the 50 millio n in­ 
dex info rmatio n cards, and a few o f 
the 160 millio n fingerprints. Federal 
autho rities say the to tal co st o f the 
inv estigatio n has been sizable, ev en 
ex cessiv e, “ millio ns and millio ns.” 
Yet no Patty . 
Why ? The questio n is being asked 
mo re and mo re by Americans co n­ 
fused by the o dds. As o ne angry citi­ 
zen has put it m a letter to FBI Di­ 
recto r Clarence Kelley : “ Ho w is it 
that y o ur agency , which has a $450 
millio n budget, plus what y o u say 


are the best gumsho es in the wo rld, 
can’t lo cate o ne tiny wo man?” FBI 
insiders say there hav e been hun­ 
dreds o f similar public inquiries 
o v er the mo nths. “ Each time we an­ 
no unce that the crime rate has go ne 
up,” say s an agent, “ we get letters 
abo ut Patty Hearst. Peo ple o bv io us­ 
ly wo nder what we can do abo ut big 
crime when we can’t do much abo ut 
her.” 


Apparently , the public inquiries 
are beginning to sting. FBI agents, 
at Directo r Kelley ’s lead, are re­ 
spo nding to criticism with so me crit­ 
icism o f their o wn. Kelley set the 
new to ne in a recent speech in which 
he suggested that criminal inv esti­ 
gatio ns hav e o f late been so rely 
hamstrung by changing attitudes 
to ward po lice activ ity . He said the 
restrictio ns put o n many o ld and re­ 
liable po lice metho ds hav e blunted 
enfo rcement effectiv eness. 
He called, essentially , fo r a re­ 
turn o f such measures as wiretap­ 
ping witho ut encumbering co urt ap­

Lincoln, a racist; 
Jefferson, a hypocrite?

Ebo ny Magazine sev eral y ears 
ago did a pretty go o d hatchet jo b o n 
Abraham Linco ln. The Great Eman­ 
cipato r, argued histo rian and Ebo ny 
senio r edito r Lero ne Bennett J r., 
was an o ut-and-o ut racist—at least 
acco rding to the standards by which 
we wo uld call a man such to day . 
As ev idence, Bennett submitted a 
number o f Linco ln’s o wn public 
statements, including o ne in which 
he ex pressed do ubt that whites and 
blacks co uld ev er be so cial equals 
and that being the case, he wo uld 
just as so o n hav e the latter subo rdi­ 
nate to the fo rmer. 
In the magazine’s current special 
issue o n the Bicentennial, dev o ted to 
an assessment o f 200 y ears o f black 
American histo ry , ano ther to wering 
figure in the American pantheo n is 
cut do wn to size. 
Tho mas J efferso n was a mass o f 
co ntradictio ns, writes Carly le C. 
Do uglas: "Here was a man capable, 
o n the o ne hand, o f autho ring the 
mo st elo quent and well-reaso ned ar­ 
guments o n behalf o f the nghts o f 
men, y et equally capable, when it 
suited him, o f accepting as fact the 
mo st o utrageo us o f my ths and su­ 
perstitio ns in arguing against the 
rights o f o ther men. At o nce hero 
and fo o l, the third President o f the 
i United States emerges as bo th fram ­ 
er and v ictim o f his o wn tim es.” 


No t o nly was J efferso n an o wner 
o f stav es, as were o thers o l the 
Fo unding Fathers, but he went to his 
death bed—50 y ears to the day after 
the Declaratio n o f Independence 
was ado pted--an o wner o f slav es. 
While giv ing J efferso n credit fo r the 
so ul to rtures he underwent in at­ 
tempting to square the ideals o f his 
Declaratio n with the reality o f slav ­ 
ery , Do uglas indicts him as a hy po ­ 
crite who failed to practice what he 
preached. 
No w the debunking scho o l o f his­ 
to ry serv es a useful purpo se. It is 
better to see o ur hero es as they real­ 
ly were, warts and all, than to pre­ 
tend they were all go o d and all wise 
and so mething mo re than human. 
The tro uble co mes in seeing no thing 
but the warts. 
If we must insist o n judging Lin­ 
co ln and J efferso n m the light o f the 
100 and 200 y ears o f histo ry and cul­ 
tural change since their times, a tru­ 
er perspectiv e o n their characters is 
gained by asking, what legacy did 
they leav e? Specifically in regard to 
their alleged “ racism,” the questio n 
sho uld be, are black Americans to ­ 
day the better o r the wo rse fo r these 
men hav ing liv ed? 
Fo r Linco ln, the answer is o b­ 
v io us Whether o r no t he believ ed in 
so cial equality between the races 
(who did in 186fc?), he J ed America 
thro ugh its greatest o rdeal, an o rde­ 


al which ended in the end o f slav er; 
It was the necessary first, immens 
stnde to ward the racial justice \* 
are still striv ing to achiev e. 
Likewise fo r J efferso n, who fo ri 
saw the inev itable co nf lict o v er sla1 
ery —like a “ firebell in the night. 
Who m do we rev ere—the “ hy po cri 
ic al’ 
J efferso n, who se ringin 
phrases abo ut human liberty ha\ 
been bo th a repro ach and a shinir 
guide to succeeding generatio ns < 
Americans, o r the messianic J o fi 
Bro wn, who was prepared to kill h 
fello w men to free o thers? 
Fo r ano ther kind o f perspectiv 
Ebo ny might co nsider do ing a serii 
o n the emergent natio ns o f black A 
rica. Where amo ng the taudry litt 
ty rants who rule so many o f thei 
are there the likes o f a Linco ln o r 
J efferso n? 
The list wo uld be brief to the po ii 
o f no nex istence. 
So meo ne might also do an artic 
o n the black Americans who are er 
igrating to Africa in search o f fre 
do m and o ppo rtunity in these ne 
natio ns and escape fro m discrimin 
tio n. 
This, to o , wo uld be bnef. 
We judge great men no t o nly I 
what they do but, in the final anal 
sis, by what they inspire lesser m< 
to do . In o ur bicentennial asses 
ments o f America and its iisto ry , I 
us remember that. 
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I Hogs : lard to lean through res earch

Up to and during the 1920’s, a 
good swine feeding program 
consisted of only com. Pigs 
were fed on pasture and they 
never gained more than a 
pound a day. 
Today a good swine feeding 
program involves corn plus a 
combination of protein, miner­ 
als, and vitam in additives. And 
the hogs gain nearly two pounds 
a day. 


“ There was a reason for feed­ 
ing pigs only com during the 
1920’s,” says D. E . Becker, 
head of the Unifesity of Illinois 
Department of Animal Science. 
“ Farm ers as well as scientists 
just didn’t know any better.” 
Since then the work of the 
University of Illinois Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station has 
discover«! better ways to feed 
hogs and produce a product 
that’s profitable for farmers 
and economical for consumers. 
Agricultural research is in its 
centennial year, originating in 
1875 at the Connecticut Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station. The 
Illinois station and others are 
part of the nation’s system of 
state agricultural experiment 
stations located at the land- 
grant universities in each state 
and in Puerto Rico, the Virgin 
Islands, and Guam. 
The Illinois Agricultural Ex­ 
periment Station has been a 
leader in providing agricultural 
advantages to the people of this 
nation since its first research 
began in the 1870’s. One of th^ e 
advantages has been the ad­ 
vancement of swine nutrition. 
The first major milestone 
achieved in swine nutrition was 
realizing the shortcomings of 
the corn-only ration. It was de­ 
ficient in protein and amino 


acids. 
Pigs fed only com were short, 
thick and fat. It took at least 
nine to ten months—often a full 
year to get a hog to market 
weight. Now hogs reach a m ar­ 
ket weight of about 210 pounds 
in less than six months. 
The pasture helped overcome 
some of the dietary deficien­ 
cies, providing supplementary 
protein and a good source of vi­ 
tamins. But still nutrition was 
poor—especially during the 
winter. 
“ Fortunately for the produc­ 
er, there was a market for his 
fat hogs,” observes Becker. 
“ The synthetic fats we use to­ 
day were not available. People 
needed lard, and hogs were an 
excellent source.” 


At this point, scientists added 
supplementary protein sources, 
including skim m ilk, meat and 
bone scraps, and linseed meal, 
to the feed. The result was sub­ 
stantial improvement in growth 
performance. 
Ecnouraged by this improve­ 
ment, scientists developed the 
trio-mixture. This was a combi­ 
nation of equal parts of meat 
and bone scraps, alfalfa meal, 
and lindeed meal fed with 
shelled com. 
The mixture was widely ac­ 
cepted and made even more 
improvement in swine produc­ 
tion. In the 1930’s, soybean 
meal replaced linseed meal in 
the trio-mixture. 
This was still not the ideal 
swine ration, but it gave some 
good results, says Becker. And 
it ushered in the next develop­ 
ment of swine nutrition—vita­ 
mins. 
“ Illinois was the real pioneer 
in the development of vitam in 
additives for swine rations,” 
says Becker. “ The researchere 
found they could add either 
crude or synthetic sources of B 


vitam ins to the feed and elim i­ 
nate alfalfa meal from the 
diet.” 
Furter research identified vi­ 
tamin B12 as the vital animal 
protein factor, and it replaced 
meat and bone scraps in the ra­ 
tion. So, early in the I950’s, the 
ration consisted of com, plant 
protein, and the B vitam ins. 
Corn or plant protein sources 
have insufficient amounts of 
the different B vitam ins, Beck­ 
er explains. 
Research continued in the in­ 
terest of the farm er—who 
wanted to produce hogs faster 
on less feed—and of the con­ 
sumer—who demanded leaner 
meat. 
Antibiotics were developed 
and added to swine rations. The 
response was an increase in 
growth rate and feed efficiency 
of up to 25 per cent. 
“ Today adding antibiotics is 
questioned by some p ^ le be­ 
cause of the risk of residue con­ 
tamination of the m eat,” says 
Becker. “ But from the scienti­ 
fic veiwpoint, it is a good prac­ 
tice and was a major develop­ 
ment for swine feeding in the 
Midwest. And if hogs are fed 
the recommended amount and 
are not fed any several days be­ 
fore slaughter, antibiotics do 
not contaminate the meat,” he 
adds. 
A more recent product of Illi­ 
nois agricultural research was 
the development and refine­ 
ment of amino acid require­ 
ments for hogs. Amino acids 
are the building blocks of pro­ 
tein. Because some amino acids 
cannot be manufactured by the 
anim al’s body, they must be 
added to the feed. 
In the last 20 years, research 
emphasis and consumer inter­ 
est has been on the meaty hog. 
Its development has been a 
combined effort of the animal 
breeding specialist, ghe geneti­ 


cist, the meats specialist, and 
the housing specialist. 
Obviously, the nutrition spe­ 
cialist has also been involved. A 
hog that is 40 per cent fat has 
nutritive requirements differ­ 
ent from one that is 20 per cent 
fat, says Becker. 
The development of the meat- 
type hog has been slow. But 
each step of the swine nutrition 
research has had a big impact 
on the producer. He now knows 
what to feed, when, and in what 
t j^ of housing to get the right 
kind of product. 
Today’s trend to confinement 
housing—keeping hogs under 
one roof throughout their 
lives—has helped increase effi­ 
ciency and lower production 
and labor costs involved with 
raising hogs. 
“ These savings have been 
passed on to the consumer,” 
says Becker. “ Today he gets 
better pork at a modest price.” 
Illinois agricultural research 
w ill not stop here, becker con­ 
tinues. The continued support 
of producers and consumers 
w ill make possible further ad­ 
vancement of swine nutrition 
and production and improve­ 
ment of the pork products we 
eat. 


Little c om y ie ld los s

Onion leafing — the tight roll­ 
ing of the whorl or leaves sur­ 
rounding the tassel — is un­ 
sightly but probably has little 
effect on final com yield, says 
M. T. Barlass, Lee County Ex ­ 
tension Adviser. 
Don’t be too quick to blame 
your herbicide for onion leaf­ 
ing, he adds. It can, and often 
does, occu»* in fields where no 
herbicide 
is 
used. 
Some 
varieties tend to develop this 
condition more than others. 
And the environmental factors 
that favor its development are 
not well defined. 
—tCmiergence of the tassel-and 
consequently pollen shed — is 
-delayed. But the silus appear to 
emerge on schedule, Barlass 
says. And unless the m ajority 
of the plants are affected, there 
w ill be adequate pollen from 
the others for proper pollina­ 
tion, he adds. 
Seed corn plants shed much 
more pollen than is needed, he 
explains. Seed corn producers 
experience excellent results 
when only two out of ten are 
pollinator rows and the rest are 
detasseled seed parent rows. 


Crop produc tion for 
1975 is e s tima te d

latest 
USDA 
esti­ 
mates of 1975 crop production 
were released on August 11. 
The U.S. corn crop was esti­ 
mated at 5,850 m illion bushels, 
down from the estimate of 6,046 
m illion as of Ju ly 1, but up from 
the short 1974 crop of 4,651 m il­ 
lion. Tlie indicated Illinois com 
crop is 1,161 m illion bushels, 
compared to 831 m illion last 
year. The average yield is 
currently estim ate at 109 bu­ 
shels per acre. Iowa production 
is estimated at 1,092 m illion bu­ 
shels. 
The grain sorghum crop is 
estimated at 811 m illion bu­ 
shels, up from 628 m illion in ' 
1974. Barley is estimated at 389 
m illion bmhels, versus 306 last 
year. The estimate for oats is 
698, compared to 621 m illion bu­ 
shels last year. 
Total feed grain production is 
currently estimated at 207.1 
m illion tons. The estimate a 
m(xith ago was 215.9, a cut dur­ 
ing Ju ly of 4.1 per cent. The 
figure of 207.1 compares with 
165.1 m illion tons of feed grains 
in 1974 and 205 in 1973. 
The 1975 wheat crop is esti­ 
mated at 2,141 m illion bushels, 
down from 2,187 a month ago, 
but up 19.4 per cent from last 
year. 
For soybeans, the crop is 
estimated at 1,458 m illion bu­ 
shels. Last year’s production 
was 1,233 m illion, and the 
record crop was 1,547 m illion 
bushels in 1973. 
What are the implications of 
this report for farm prices, 
c(»isumer food costs, and ex­ 
port availability? First, a word 
of caution: The cro|» are not 
yet in the bins and weather yet 


to happen w ill have an im ­ 
portant affect on actual crop 
yields. In the past, estimates 
have been about as apt to go up 
as down from the August 1 esti­ 
mate. Unless something very 
unusual occurs, the final crops 
should be plus or minus five per 
cent in terms of the estimates 
just made. 
The wheat crop is large 
enough to perm it a normal 
domestic use plus an increase 
in exports of 350 m illion bu­ 
shels. The U.S. can export a lot 
of wheat to Russia without 
creating a shortage here. 
The indicated feed-grain pro­ 
duction is large enough to pro­ 
vide for: (1) an increase in 
carryover, up to the comfort­ 
able year-ago level; (2) an in­ 
crease in exports of 25 per cent; 
and (3 ) an increase in dom ^ tic 
feed use of 15 per cent. 
The soybean crop is large 
enough to probide for a 26-per 
cent increase in crush and ex- 
p«*! without reducing the large 
carryover of this year. 
Increases in use as large as 
the current 
crop estimates 
make possible appear to be 
unlikely. To use 15 per cent 
more feed grains would require 
a rapid rebuilding of herds. 
This is especially difficult be­ 
cause Ju ly crop damage was in 
the heavy livestock production 
areas. Such as increase in soy­ 
bean use appears impossible in 
the face of Brazilian competi­ 
tion. 
Tlie need to substantially 
raise use from current levels 
implies lower prices for farm ­ 
ers. A greater availability of 
feed implies lower prices for 
consumers, but the time needed 
to increase livestock numbers 
w ill delay relief for consumers.

NEW YORK (AP) - Ameri­ 
cans are resigned to the likeli­ 
ho o d that this eco no my o f o urs 
will, fo r a lo ng time, rise and 
fall every few y ears o r so , 
seemingly in defiance o f o ur 
best effo rts to co ntro l it. 
This wo uldn’t be so difficult 
to accept if we knew the pat­ 
tern o f the cy cles. 
The best effo rts o f o ur eco ­ 
no mic minds no t o nly canno t 
fo recast cy cles with accuracy 
but, ho rro rs, they canno t even 
agree amo ng themselves. 
This lack o f understanding o f 
the true nature o f cy cles per­ 
sists even at the highest level 
o f academic and buiness and 
go vernment. We accumulate 
masses o f statistics and then 
fail to make the co rrect judg­ 
ments. 
Last y ear, fo r ex ample. Pres­ 
ident Fo rd was urging Ameri­ 
cans to fight inflatio n with ev­ 
ery penny they co uld save, 
o blivio us to the fact that at the 
very time the natio n’s majo r 
pro blem had beco me recessio n. 
With the facts staring them 
in the face, the President and 
his advisers failed to reco gnize 
that the co untry right then was 
falling deeper into the wo rst re­ 
cessio n since the 1930s. 
Co mmerce Secretary Fred­ 
erick Dent at the same time 
was disparaging tho se who 
feared recessio n. No thing but a 
“sideway s waffling” said Dent, 
maintaining that tho se who 
read recessio n in the figures 
were co nfused. 
Judging fro m the repo rts re­ 
ceived fro m go vernment, busi­ 
ness and the natio n’s univer­ 
sities, we are again co ming to 
a turn in the cy cle. And again, 
there are disputes abo ut which 
directio n the cy cle might take. 
Perhaps 
the 
mo st 
co n­ 
tro versial actio n is that being 
taken by the Federal Reserve 
Bo ard, which fears that in­ 
flatio n is, fo r bo th the sho rt and 
lo ng terms, the greatest danger 
to the eco no my , and indeed to 
all so ciety . 
The Fed’s chief instrument o f 
influencing the cy cle is its co n­ 
tro l o ver the mo ney supply . It 
can restrict the supply and re­ 
strain eco no mic activity ; it can 
ease up o n its restraints and 
spur eco no mic activity . 
Which sho uld it do ? So me 
eco no mists and o thers argue 
that recessio n is still the No . 1 
pro blem and that a po licy o f 
ease sho uld be fo llo wed. Others 


insist we must have tight mo n­ 
ey o r find inflatio n raging 
again. 


When y o u lo o k at the facts 
y o u can feel so rry fo r tho se 
who must make the decisio ns, 
because tho se facts do n’t ar­ 
range themselves in a nice 
clear pattern o f y es o r no o r go 
o r sto p. 
The 
recessio n 
indicato rs: 
Unemplo y ment remains abo ve 
8 per cent and pro bably will go 
higher; facto ries are o perating 
at less than 7 0 per cent o f ca­ 
pacity ; businesses still have un­ 
so ld invento ries to dispo se o f. 
And so me o f the inflatio n in­ 
dicato rs: Who lesale and retail 
prices are rising again; there 
are indicatio ns that the public 
is buy ing in anticipatio n o f 
higher prices; businesses are 
raising prices in fear o f co n­ 
tro ls. 
Which is the co rrect pattern? 
Which clues do y o u fo llo w? In 
which directio n, up o r do wn, is 
the cy cle mo ving? Do we co n­ 
tro l it o r do es it co ntro l us? 
Yo u wo n’t find any unani­ 
mo us answers to these funda­ 
mental, vital questio ns. There 
is little certainty .

Planning low- cost meatless meals 


When emphasizing use of 
vegetable protein foods, take 
special care to insure that your 
fam ily 
gets 
an 
adeq uate 
amount and q uality of protein, 
advises Irene Downey, Univer­ 
sity of Illinois Ex tension focx l 
and nutrition specialist. 
These guidelines can help you 
in planning low-cost meatless 
meals: 
—Try to include at least one 
seving of an animal protein 
food each day. 
—When serving a meatless 
meal based on a vegetable pro­ 
tein food as a main dish, try to 
include a small amount of an 
animal protein food in the same 
meal. This could be serving 
milk as a beverage or having 
milk-and-egg desserts, such as 
custards, bread pudciings, or 
other puddings. You could also 
include a small amount of ani­ 
mal protein in the main dish, 
such as beans with ham, split 
peas with cheese, or bean salad 
with egg. 
—To keep meatless meals 
low-cost, rem em ber to consider 
the total cost of main dish mix ­ 
tures, Ms. Downey continues. 
Keep your use of more ex pen­ 
sive ingredients to a minimum. 
Sour cream , cream , 
mush­ 
rooms, some kinds of nuts, and 
m ore ex pensive vegetables 
may increase the cost of the 
dish. 
—Vary the kind of meatless 
main dishes you serve. Consid­ 
er casseroles, hearty soups.

Truck industry feels pinch 
The Doc tor Say s:>

NEW YORK (AP) - It has 
been mo stly do wnhill fo r the 
trucking industry since tru­ 
ckers pro testing higher fuel 
prices clo sed interstate high­ 
way s a y ear and a half ago . 
Many who o wn and driv e 
their o wn tracto r-trailers hav e 
pulled o ff the ro ad because o f 
high fuel co sts, and o thers say 
they are barely breaking ev en 
o n what lo ads they can find. 
“ I’v e nev er seen it so bad, 
This eco no my is really taking 
its to ll,” said Bill Hill, an inde­ 
pendent steelhauler fro m Penn­ 
sy lv ania. 
Like many o ther industries, 
inflatio n and recessio n hav e 
do uble-clutched the truckers. 
At the same time that fuel 
co sts hav e mo re than do ubled, 
freight to nnage is running 2 5 
per cent belo w last y ear’s lev ­ 
els, the American Trucking As­ 
so ciatio n said. All majo r freight 
such as steel, chemicals, build­ 
ing materials and pro cessed 
fo o ds hav e been to uched by re­ 
cessio n, said the asso ciatio n. 
Other co sts hav e also risen, in­ 
cluding 15 and 3 0 per cent

leasing firm said. But the big­ 
gest inflatio nary pressure has 
co me fro m the higher co sts o f 
diesel fuel, the industry ’s majo r 
so urce o f energy . 
Diesel fuel is a less refined 
fuel than gaso line and shares 
many o f the characteristics o f 
ho me heating o il. It represents 
a fairly small po rtio n o f the na­ 
tio n’s o il co nsumptio n. 
Last y ear, co mmercial truck­ 
ing burned 10 billio n o f the to tal 
10 .6 billio n gallo ns o f diesel fuel 
used in transpo rtatio n o r 3 .7 
per cent o f to tal U.S. o il usage, 
against 96 billio n gallo ns o f gas 
burned o n the ro ad, the go v ern­ 
ment said. 
Smaller city trucks and v ans 
generally run o n gaso line but 90 
per cent o f interstate trucking 
is po wered by diesel fuel, said 
the AT A. 
During the fo ur-mo nth o il em­ 
bargo in 197 3 -7 4, diesel prices 
ro se to 3 5 cents a gallo n fro m 
2 3 cents, 
raising ho wls o f 
pro test fro m independent truck­ 
ers who blo ckaded highway s. 
Since then, diesel fuel prices 
hav e risen to as much as 53 
cents a gallo n, including a pen­ 
ny increase in July when o il 
co mpanies passed alo ng the 
co st o f President Fo rd’s $l-a- 
barrel fo reign o il tariff impo sed 
in May . 
The Federal Energy Asso ci­ 
atio n said the price o f regular 
gaso line in July was 58.7 cents 
a gallo n. Diesel fuel in the 
same perio d av eraged 51.4 
cents a gallo n. 
Acco rding to generally ac­ 
cepted industry figures, tracto r- 
trailers use a gallo n o f gas 
each 4 o r 5 miles, so their fuel 
co sts are currently abo ut 10 .5 
cents per mile. 
(A mo to rist who se car gets 20 
miles to the gallo n wo uld pay a 
little less than three cents per 
mile.)

o wn time and the fact that y o u 
pro bably co uldn’t get a lo ad 
co ming back.’’ 
Pro fits hav e fallen sharply in 
the past six mo nths. Fo r o ne o f 
the natio n’s biggest haulers o f 
general freight. Co nso lidated 
Freightway s Inc., first half 
pro fits were do wn 7 0 per cent 
to $4 .3 2 millio n. McLean Truck­ 
ing Ck). o f No rth Caro lina said 
pro fits were o ff 14 per cent at 
$9.99 millio n and Ohio ’s Ro ad­ 
way Ex press Inc.’s six -mo nth 
earnings backed do wn 18 per 
cent to $13 .2 7 millio n. 
Because o f go v ernment regu­ 
latio ns prev enting independents 
fro m hauling mo st ty pes o f 
freight, the fuel situatio n fo r 
them is wo rse. 
The 
Interstate 
Co mmerce 
Co mmissio n 
certifies 
which 
carriers may haul what, where 
and at what rates. Tho se co m­ 
panies with certificates to haul 
mo st o f the natio n’s mined, 
manufactured and pro cessed 
go o ds 
are 
generally 
large 
trucking co mpanies o r manu­ 
facturers. Fo r instance. Allied 
Van Lines carries furniture. 
Chemical Tank Lines hauls 
chemicals. United Parcel Serv ­ 
ice handles packages o f general 
freight and Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co . hauls its o wn glass. 
Mo st o f these regulated car­ 
riers hav e been granted rate in­ 
creases o f abo ut 2 0 per cent by 
the ICC in the past two y ears to 
co v er higher wage and fuel 
co sts.

himself to a regulated carrier. 
The co mpany may take 2 5 per 
cent o r mo re o f his rev enues. 
He pay s his driv ing co sts and 
salary o ut o f what is left. 
After the 197 4 strikes, the ICC 
appro v ed a 6 per cent sur­ 
charge o n freight to be passed 
alo ng by the regulated carriers 
to their independents fo r fuel 
co sts. The surcharge was re­ 
duced last fall to 3 .9 per cent 
and finally v o ided in April by a 
federal co urt decisio ns, the I(X 
said. 
There is still a regulatio n o n 
the ICC’s bo o ks that requires 
the co mpanies to reimburse the 
independents fo r any higher 
fuel co sts that o ccur during the 
co ntract perio d. 
“ In reality it do es no t wo rk. 
Truckers who turn in their fuel 
receipts get laid o ff,’’ Hill said.

i Ogilvie golfing more, but... 
You can take a man out of politics, 
but you can't take politics out of man

CHICAGO (A P) — The State- 
house is far away now. Far 
from the favor-seekers, the 
bodyguards, the legislators and 
the television lights, a once-fa- 
miliar figure reaches easily for 
the tobacco pouched tucked 
among his lawbooks. 
“ I ‘ve been playing more golf 
lately,” says the now pros­ 
perous corporate lawyer, turn­ 
ing with the old half-smile to 
survey from his 42nd floor of­ 
fice window the smog-shrouded 
Loop and the sprawling rail- 
yards beyond. 


To some, he was a moderate, 
low-key suburbanite who would 
modernize the Illinois Republi­ 
can party by purging the West 
Side bloc, revamping the reve­ 
nue structure, upgrading care 
for the retarded and fighting 
pollution. To others, the ones 
who plastered their cars with 
‘‘Mr. 0. Must Go” bumper 
stickers, he was the unforgiven 
originator of the state income 
tax. 
Today, Richard B. Ogilvie is 
a prosperous attorney in the 
Chicago firm of Isham, Lincoln 
& Beale. He and his wife, Doro­ 
thy, who was at times uneasy 
in the political limelight, have 
moved from the family home in 
Northfield to 
a 
fashionable 
apartment 
on 
Lake 
Shore 
Drive. 
But politics are still as much 


a part of Ogilvie’s life as the 
seal of the governor’s office 
above his bookcase. In an inter­ 
view, he offered his analysis of 
recent 
developments 
(‘‘I ’m 
afraid it’s not very profound” ) 
and some speculation on the fu­ 
ture, including the possibility 
that he might return to the bal­ 
lot-box wars as a challenger to 
U.S. Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson 
III. 


‘‘I have not made a Sherman- 
like 
statem ent...never,” 
Ogilvie says. ‘‘I rather enjoy 
what I’m doing. I ’ve got some 
commitments that are going to 
keep me tied up for three or 
four years. I ’ve tried to make it 
clear that I ’m not going to run 
for mayor and certainly not for 
governor...! would never run 
against 
Chuck 
P e r­ 
cy...Stevenson’s another pos­ 
sibility. I ’m going to take a 
good hard look at it.” 
Such a move, if he makes it, 
will have to wait until 1980. At 
that time Ogilvie will be 57. 
‘‘That’s not too old to be a 
U.S. senator,” he says. Later 
he tells an interviewer: ‘‘Don’t 
go too hard on the Stevenson 
thing. It’s a long way off. Jim 
Thomi^ on may want it. Bill 
Scott may want it. You don’t 
know what’s going to happen.” 
Meanwhile, Ogilvie offers ad­ 
vice to Thompson, a former 
U.S. district attorney who, after 
winning a string of convictions 
against Democratic followers of 
RICHARD B. O G ILV IE 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, has 
announced for the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination. ‘‘1 
don’t think he’s going to have 
any trouble being nominated,” 
Ogilvie says. 
Ogilvie says, however, that 
he has encouraged Winnetka 
businessman Richard Cooper, 
the only other announced candi­ 
date for the nomination, to stay 
in the race. Competition, he 
says, “ is a healthy thing.” 
As for Thompson’s chances 
against Democratic incumbent 
Daniel Walker, 
who ousted 
Ogilvie from the Statehouse in 
1972, the former governor is. as 
always, optimistic. 


“ 1 think Thompson would 
win,” he says. “ I don’t think 
Thompson would carry the City 
of Chicago, but he would run 
strong in combination 
with 
what he has in the suburbs. 
The suburbanite, the white resi­ 
dent of the City of Oiicago, I 
think Thompson can do well 
with them.” 
“ The thing that Thompson 
has to accomplish in the next 
year is to make his name 
known in the parts of the state 
where nobody knows who he 
really is,” Ogilvie adds. 
There is still'an intense sting 
in the recollection of the 1972 
campaign against Walker. The 
tone is relaxed but the words 
are bitter. 
“ In the 1972 campaign I 
called him a liar,” Ogilvie 


says. 
“ There’s 
a 
certain 
amount of liberty that every­ 
body lakes in a campaign, but 
in my years in politics I ’ve nev­ 
er known anybody to lie like 
that, and he still is.” 


Ogilvie, reflecting a widely 
held view, believes that Walk­ 
er's refusal to endorse William 
Singer this year in his Demo­ 
cratic primary battle against 
Daley has hurt the governor 
with liberal voters. 
“ I ’ve had so many of those 
guys w'ho endorsed Walker con­ 
fess their sins.” 
And that is not all the sup­ 
port that Ogilvie sees leaving 
the governor who attracted 
large numbers of Republican 
voters in both his upset pri­ 
mary victory over Paul Simon 
and his triumph over Ogilvie. 


“ 1 get in the elevator and 
people say. ‘Boy, do I wish I’d 
voted for you.’ People stop me 
on the street and say, ‘Golly, 
did I make a mistake. 1 be­ 
lieved that guy.’” 
Downstaters, who broke with 
their 
traditional 
Republican 
voting pattern to back Walker, 
“ have been conned, and they 
know 
it... the 
red 
bandana 
and all that.” 
“ We’re in kind of an anti-poli­ 
tician era,” Ogilvie concludes. 
“ Walker worked that pretty 
well against me, but I think his 
chickens are going to come 


home to roost.” 
Ogilvie says the most inter­ 
esting question in Illinois poli­ 
tics now is whether Daley will 
back a 
primary 
challenger 
against Walker in the spring. 
Like most Daley-watchers, he 
believes there are three p(»si- 
bilities: Secretary of State M i­ 
chael J. Hewlett (who has an­ 
nounced he will not run but 
might be persuaded to change 
his mind), Lt. Gov. Neil Hart- 
igan and state Treasurer Alan 
Dixon. 


“ If they made a real aggres­ 
sive run at it, assuming Walk­ 
er’s support doesn’t come back, 
they could beat him,” Ogilvie 
says. “ However the mayor’s 
got a problem of his own pres­ 
tige. If he (Walker) beats these 
guys in a primary a second 
time, it certainly would en­ 
hance his national posture.” 
If Walker lost a primary fight 
and then ran as an independent 
for a second term, Ogilvie says, 
“ that would help the Republi­ 
can party.” 


Meanwhile, corporate lawyer 
Ogilvie goes about his business. 
His new, more relaxed exis­ 
tence has given him a glow of 
fitness that was missing in his 
last days in the Statehouse. 
“ It’s a pressure cooker if 
you’re being both a governor 
and a candidate,” he says. 
“ It’s not an easy life.”

Registration for 
Rochelle grade 
schools set Aug. 26 


I ’ve heard that it will soon be possible to have Social 
Security checks mailed directly to the bank instead of to 
homes. If this is true, when will I hear something more 
definite?— O .J. 
Dear Mr. J: 
You’re talking about the Social Security Administra­ 
tion’s “ direct deposit” plan, which will be implemented on 
a nationwide basis by the end of 1975. It started as a pilot 
program in Georgia and Florida and has proved success­ 
ful. 
The program gives Social Security recipients the op­ 
tion of having their monthly check mailed directly to their 
bank, where it will automatically be deposited in their 
savings or checking account. Of course, those who find it 
more convenient to get their check in the mail at home 
will be able to continue to do so. However, in some areas 
there have been problems involving thefts of benefit 
checks from mailboxes. And many seniors, particularly 
those living in or near high-crime areas, do not feel com­ 
fortable about walking or riding any distance to a bank to 
deposit the check. 
When the program takes effect, you’ll receive a notice 
with your Social Security check explaining how to partici­ 
pate. Most Illinois residents should receive this notice 
with the October check, although a few may receive it in 
Septeidber. If you want to take part in “ direct deposit” 
you’ll have to go to the bank where you have an account— 
or open an account if you don’t have one— .and fill out a 
form. 
If you decide to take part in the new program, the en­ 
tire amount of your check will have to be deposited. It will 
n(rt be possible to have part of your monthly benefit sent to 
your home and part of it to the bank. For those who do not 
have accounts, check the banks and savings and loan as­ 
sociations in your area to find out about special programs 
for seniors. 


Earlier this year the Supreme Court ruled that Social 
Security benefits must be paid to widowers as well as to 
widows. What requirements, specifically, must be met in 
order to receive these benefits?— P.C. 
Dear Mr. C: 
The Supreme Court decision was issued in March of 
1975. Generally, Social Security benefits can now be paid 
to a wi(tower if (1) his wife d i^ while insured under the 
Social Security system; (2) he has not remarried; and (3) 
he is caring for an unmarried child under 18 (older if the 
child is disabled) who is also entitled to benefits. 
However, if a father earns more than $2,520 a year, 
any Social Security benefits he receives will be reduced by 
$1 for every $2 earned over that limit. It is also possible 
that a family in which two or more children have been re­ 
ceiving benefits based on their deceased mother’s work­ 
ing record will not receive more money even if the father, 
under the new ruling, now becomes eligible This is be­ 
cause there are upper limits on the amount of benefits a 
family can receive on one working record. 
In order to receive these newly available benefits, the 
father will have to show evidence of marriage to his de­ 
ceased wife. Although father’s benefits usually end if a 
widower remarries, there are certain circumstances 
which would allow the benefits to continue. 


What is the status of the Older Americans Act? I 
thought it was due to expire sometime this summer and 
would have to be extended by Congress.— A.K. 
Dear Mrs. K: 
The U.S. Senate and House of Representatives have 
each passed a bill extending the Older Americans Act sen­ 
ior programs for another two to four years. The differ­ 
ences between the two versions should be worked out in 
the coming months. There will be several new programs, 
including substantially increased funding for community 
service employment programs for older workers. In the 
meantime, Congress has taken action which will continue 
existing programs until an extension is agreed on. By the 
way. the Older Americans Act was 10 years old last July. 
Persons may call the toll-free Senior Action Hot­ 
line 800-252-6563 with questions or complaints about 
government agencies or programs or for information 
about tax relief, health care, food stamps, Social Se- 
curity. employment, housing or legal aid. 
In Dixon persons may call the Lee County Council 
for Aging 288-2117.

Reform of the scandal ridden 
East St. Louis school board has 
another obstacle to overcome 
as the result of special elec­ 
tions conducted last week to re­ 
place four officials convicted on 
federal extortion charges. 
Two political rivals, maver­ 
ick City Clerk Robert Mays and 
former Mayor James E. W il­ 
liams Sr., both won spots on 
the District 189 board in F ri­ 
day’s balloting and both have 
their own ideas about who 
should lead the organization. 
While Williams is thinking of 
himself for the board presiden­ 
cy, Mays supports Clyde C. 
Jordan, an incumbent member. 
Williams and Mays have had 
disagreements in the past, in­ 
cluding a physical incident, 
over City Council issues. 
But, Mays said, he and the 
former mayor are in accord on 


basic issues. 
“ I think both of us are hon­ 
est,” he said in a weekend in­ 
terview. “ He is a litle more lib­ 
eral than I am. I feel we will 
agree on about 90 per cent of 
the issues. I absolutely support 
reform in the school district.” 
Former school board presi­ 
dent Charles Merritts Sr. and 
school board members Roose­ 
velt Peabody, F^ red Kimbrough 
and Harry Tharp were outsted 
from their posts by the state 
after a federal jury convicted 
them on extortion and rack­ 
eteering in May. All have been 
sentenced to prison but are free 
pending appeal. They’ve also 
been barred from holding any 
post associated with the school 
district until they complete 
their sentences. 
Mays said he plans to remove 
associates of Merritts from the 
administration. 
“ I’m 
not 


against hiring political people,” 
he said, “ but they must be 
competent and work.” 
Among those slated for re­ 
moval, he said, are Democratic 
precinct committeemen with 
school security jobs who have 
not been doing their jobs and 
the district’s director of food 
services, former Merritts sup 
porter Mrs. Elvira Gergosian. 
Also elected to the board F ri­ 
day were John H. Goss and 
Frederic Boyd. They and W il­ 
liams beat Democratic candi­ 
dates backed by Mayor William 
E. Mason and his party organ­ 
ization.
